Some very suggestive and valuable ex- 
periments were made by the Georgia ex- 
periment station as far back as 1891-92 
with @ view to comparing the results of 
light, Hberal and heavy applications of 
fertilizers to cotton.

HOME DIRT, STABLE MANURE, ETC. 

W. E. Aj, Reedbrake, Ala.—I have 
about 3 tons of dirt from under houses, 
3 tons of dry stable manure, 3 tons of 
lot manure, 3 tons of dirt taken out of 
an old-fashioned smokehouse, where meat 
has been cureq for years. Now what 
amount of phosphoric acid potash and 
nitrogen will I have to use per ton of 
this mixture to analyze 9——3——4? What 
amount to analyze l!0-——2——2? What 
will it cost me per ton, counting nothing 
for the labor of mixing. hauling to the 
field, etc.? I don’t care for the handling.

I 
would serve only as a good ‘“‘filler,’’ and 
would necessarily lower the grade 
(analysis) of any mixture of acid phos- 
phate, nitrogenous material, or potash.

Answer—Your dealer is correct in say- 


ing that sulphate of ammonia (pure) con- ; 


tains 25 per cent of ammonia. As sold 
in the market, however, you will do well 
to get a lot that will analyze 24 per cent. 
Nitrate of soda of equal purity"tontains 
about 18.50 per cent of potential ammo- 
nia. The sulphate of ammonia would 
therefore be cheaper at $3.76 per 100 
pounds than nitrate of soda at $3.50 
per 100 pounds—considerably cheaper. 
There is no marked difference, one way 
or the other, between the effectiveness 
of the two salts. Nitrate is a little more 
readily soluble and quicker in action, 
because it does not have to undergo any 
chemical change in the soil, but is imme- 
diately taken up by the roots of plants. 
On the other hand, it is also more likely 
to go down into the soil out of the reach 
of surface rooted plants if the season 
should be very wet. On the whole, I 
would use the sulphate at the price. 
Apply in the same manner as you would 
nitrate of soda, taking care not to apply 
when the plants are wet with dew or 
rain. You should apply about one-fourth 
less of the sulphate than of the nitrate.

I 
have her in pen now, trying to get her 
down poor. I notice at certain times, 
not all the time, a white pus-like sub- 
stance passing from her vagina. This 
may indicate some disease tnat is the 
eause of her not breeding. I am very 
much disappointed that I cannot raise 
from her, for that is tne purpose for 
which I bought her. I will be obliged 
to you if you can tell me the probable 
trouble and suggest a remedy. 

Answer: Sterility. or failure to breed. 
occurs. more often fn high-bred animals. 
especially in those that nave been forced 
or highly fed, and 
closely confined. There are other dis- 
tinct causes. If possible give her the 
range of at least a small pasture and do 
not feed too much. Let her get hungry 
that she will hustle about for good. 
Give her two ounces of epsom salts 
one-half pint of water at one dose. Fol- 
low this by giving 10 grains of iodide of 
potash twice a day in her food fer two 
weeks. Then have her served when she 
comes in heat.
